This petition is being submitted in response to the Notice of Abandonment dated 
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The undersigned recently conducted a status check of the present application using 
USPTO's PAIR database. Attached hereto as Exhibit 1 is a copy of the PAIR Transaction 
History for the present application. The PAIR Transaction History indicates entries on 
September 15, 2002, of two instances of recording a "Correspondence Address Change". 
Subsequently on September 18, 2002, a Notice of Allowance was issued and on February 3, 
2003, a Notice of Abandonment was issued.
